What of the Commission ? 


Everyone knows that by no magical for- 


mula can the report raise farming by a sud- 
den. leap. from ‘a losing to a paying basis. 
Assuming its recommendations to be practical 
beyond the range of the mere tiller of the 
soil and sagacious beyond the schemes of the 
expert, it will be only by the union of these 
two classes that the redemption of the farmer 
and farm worker from debt, disaster, and 
privation can be worked out. But what 
direction, it may well be asked, can such 
union take? 


The Minister for Agriculture has outlined 


a practical policy, consonant with the 
mission’s interim reports, for levelling< 
quality of our butter and eggs, a poljcy al- 
ready foreshadowed in these columns. He. is 
considering a similar poliev in regard to 
bacen and probably beel. Here the place of 
the expert is obvious. ~All this is to the 
good, but larger issues than the treatment of 
this or that product are bound to emerge— 
education, for instance—on which one or two 
ideas occur to us, which, if they could be 
offered in evidence—and we believe they have 
been . suggésted—the Commission might find 
worth considering. 


Developing Agricultural Education. 


Much money has been spent in this 
country, and on the whole, we think, wisely 
spent, to further the cause of . agricultura! 
education. But there are at least two points 
at which we think our agricultural education 
requires to be more fully developed. It 
should be begun earlier, in the rural school-

expound the technics of agriculture. That

| Educating Young Folk. 


But ‘mere: avtraction, to what to; many of 
our younger folk to-day is somewhat of a 
repellent calling, will do little or nothing in 
itself to make farming lucrative—though, 
indeed, the trained use of the imagination 
added to an intensified realisation of the 
nature of the problems in which the farmer 
works might do more to draw out those human 
faculties and abilities, without which no one 
can be a successful farmer, than is supposed. 
There must be added to this the best technical 
help available—not merely expert advice, but | 
expert ability proceeding from direct firet- 
hand knowledge. Continuation 
doing something of this already, but it shonld 
be brought into closer touch with the young | 
farmer and his farm. Here again the expert 
is needed. Model farming along expert lines, 
however, will not necessarily do this. Indeed, 
unless the farmer in satisfied that the tarm_J« 
a model of profitmaking as well as of 
scientific method, it may defeat its own ends. 
To show a farmer how to get the best results 
under conditions which result in financial loss 
is, in effect, to tell him how not to farm. 
Even to show him that-such a method will 
pay him in the long run may merely remind

Two feeding stuffs which are not used as 
freely as their value merits are soybean cake 
and soybean meal. Both are the residue left

by solvents respectively. The soybean is & 
leguminous seed, chietly grown in China and 
Japan, where it is used in different ways as 
human food. Its chief characteristic is its 
high oil and protein content and easy 
digestibility. Both cake and meal are, there- 
fore, useful as a supplement to cereal foods or 
any other starchy food materials. Practical 
trials have demonstrated their worth as valu- 
able foodstuffs. ‘They are readily -eaten by 
cattle and are useful for all classes of stock. 
Weight for weight they make a good sub- 
stitute tor decorticated cotton cake in all 
rations in which this material is included. 
Owing to the laxative character of the oil 
contained in the cake, it can safely be used 
as a linseed cake substitute where linseed 
cake is employed becayse of this very pro- 
erty. 

The meal or cake can be usefully included 
in all lamb foods, sheep foods, pig foods and 
cattle cake mixtures. Milch cows may be 
given up to Sib. per head daily, fattening 
cattle 4lb., fattening sheep and pigs Lb. 

Cases of poisoning from soybean meal have 
occurred, but investigatiomns proves that this 
was due, not to the soybean meal itself, but 
to the solven used for extracting the oil.

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|'HOW TO EFFECT ECONOMIES. 


FOR ARABLE 
FARMERS. 


HINTS 


| Some very practical suggestions were rr. 
recently by Mr. J. G. Stewart, of the Bri 
Ministry 3 Agriculture, in the course o' 
lecture on the “ General Cropping of Ara 
Land.” He stated that the eo onl 
wages as between arable and grass land « 
generally as four to one. While the indic 
tions were all in favour of grass and more 
livestock, it was still worth considering und: 
what circumstances arable land might be 
profitably continued and whether it was wor: 
while growing feeding stuffs for livestock. 

In general the conclusion seemed to be 
favour of a reduced area of arable land me 
ARE. tgr the most suitable varieties and 
using the most approved manures. The resu! 
would further seem to favour hay off the 
arable land rather than the meadow land 
leaving the permanent grass for grazing. But 
where “‘seeds"’ were uncertain htere might 
not be an alternative to meadow hay, in 
which case, as a geneva rule, the same field 
should be mown more or less permanently. 

The chief and final conclusion for the genera 
run of arable farms, failing a change 
economic policy, would seem to be that move 
land. must go down to grass. The land tha! 
could not be successfull vealateated at. present 
was more especially Ean clay and hight 
sendy soils. ; 

The best that could be said for arable land, 
as Ordinarily cultivated, was that the farmer 
could in many cases effect some economies. 
As regards grass land he could safely increase 
his output.

FARMS. 


Nowadays no farmer is considered progres- 
sive who neglects to equip himself with a 
suitable and up-to-date assortment of imple- 
‘Such an equipment is one of the most 
means of coping with labour 
scarcity and of securing economy in produc- 
tion. 

When wages were low employers did not 
much anxiety about effecting 
With the development of organi- 
however, came the 
natural demand for better wages and shorter 
‘hours. In manufacturing industries this 
proved an incentive to inventors, with the 
vesult that machinery made it possible to in- 
crease output, lower the cost of production, 
and at the same time to pay better wages to 
i the workers. In agriculture a similar change 


Recent rmprovements in tillage and harvest- 
machinery make it possible to secure 
further economies. The a oa difficulties on 
dairy farms have resulted in an increasing 
demand for milking machines. These latter 
are certain to attain a high standard of 
The introduction of power— 
whether in the form of gas or oil engines or 
tractors—is gradually ousting the 
| heavier type of farm horse by its efficiency and 
economy. 

Apart from the speed with whcih work can 
be accomplished by machinery, there is the 
advantage of performing certain operations, 
such as harvesting, under the most favourable 
conditions. 

There is a matter connected with this sub- 
ject which deserves more than a passing refer- 
ence, Most kinds of farm machinery are 
fairly well cared for whilst working, but after 
that how frequently do we notice the hay 
rake or tedder used as a stop-gap, and the 
mowing machine and the binder left lying 
beside a hedge or in the open field. A 
machine kept under such conditions cannot 
possibly give satisfaction next season, and 
soon finds its way to the scrap heap. 

As soon as possible after services in the 
field are concluded a machine should be trans- 
ferred to a shed, cleaned and painted, if 
necessary, and all repairs attended to. 
Treated in this way the machine will give 
more satisfaction, and will remain serviee- 
able for a much longer period.

THE FREE STATE’S FOOTWEAR, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Many startling facts emerge from the 
most prosaic of trade returns, and the follow- 
ing extract from the British Board of Trade 
returns showing the ex of hoots and shoes 
from Great Britain to other countries during. 
the month of December affords much food for 
thought, The total number of pairs of boots 
and shoes sent from Great Britain to all 
countries was 403,788, valued at £196,062. 
Of these, the Irish Free State absorbed 
295,896, valued at £149,863. In other words, 
this poor country, where unemployment is 
rife and boot factories are, in some cases, 
closed down, and in others working short 
time, afforded Great Britain a market three 
times as valuable as the whole of the rest of 
the world combined. Canada, the United 
States, China, Japan, Mexico, Norway, 
Switzerland, and fifty-two other countries 
which are named in the return only buy be- 
tween them 107,892 pairs of boots and shoes; 
but part of Ireland, in one month, pur- 
chases 295, pairs, and pays an aver- 
age price of sevenpence more per pair. for 
them. A British trade paper is quite com- 
placent about the figures, and comments 
as followa:—" There is no reason to suppose 
that the trade with Ireland will not be main- 
tained, t country being now by far the 
largest. oversea market for British-made foot- 
wear.”’ 

It is for Ireland to say if her chief export 
in future is to eontinue to be man-power. If 
this is not to be the policy of this country, 
the sooner the significance of figures such as

BOY STRUCK BY A BALL.

Holland, clerk, 29 Northumberland road, Pem- 
broke, to recover damages for personal in- 


ries, 
mt was pleaded that the bo 
the eye by a golf ball driven M Mr. Holland, 
who was sued for trespass the person, 
and the Golf Club was sued for negligence. 
Defendants denied the acts alleged, and that 
they were guiliy of any negligence, and 

leaded. that the plaintiff was guilty of con- 
ributory negligence, and that the accident 
was unavoidable, . 

ig jor Hanna, K.C., with whom were 
Mr. Lardner, K.C., and Mr b Aró ae (in- 
structed by Mr. Charles 8. Doyle), on behalf 
of the plaintiff, said that on Sunday, the 
10th June last, the hoy was taken by a rela- 
tive to see some friends who lived in District 
Council Cottages, on the other side of the river 
from the Rathfarnham Golf Links, During 
the day he and two other children went to 
play, and were watching the golfers, A 
gentleman gave them three pennies for re- 
eovering a ball for him. fterwards Mr. 
Holland struck a ball which hit the boy in the 
eye, while the children were about three feet 
from the railing which was the boundary of 
the links. The eye a burst, and the boy 
had lost the sight of it. 

A golf ball, said Serjeant Hanna, was a 
source of danger owihg to its erratic course, 
and people who laid out.a golf course had an 
obligation upon them to lay it out in such a 
way that the players, no matter how un- 
skilful, could not do any damage to persons 
outside the boundary. 

In this case the boundary was a wire paling, 
with fine wire-netting, for about two feet from 
the ground. 

Dealing with the point of law in- 
volved, Serjeant Hanna submitted that 
a player had no more right to drive a ball 
outside the links than he had té go into 
his neighbour’s garden, ) The Rathfarnham 
Club was well known. e understood that 
it had not such distinguished players as there 
were in other places, but no matter what the 
standard of its play was, the club should have 
laid the course in such a way that no damage 
could accrue to any person outside, , 

The ninth tee, from which the bal] was 
driven by Mr. Holland, was close to the boun- 
dary fence, and the lie of the green was such 
that, unless a player was particularly careful, 
he would drive out of bounds, over the wire, 
and the ball would go into the river. It 
would be proved by people living in the 
labourers’ cottages on the other side of the 
river that the balls frequently went over 
there, and that the children got pennies from 
the players for throwing the balls back. 

That was a standing inducement to the 
children to come into a place of danger, to 
do those acts for the golfers. The law held 
that nobody was entitled to put anything to 
attract children which might be a source of 
danger without taking care that they should 
not be w sr 

Mr. Holland was liable unless the accident 
was inevitable. If he had looked before he 
struck the ball he would have seen the chil- 
dren there, and if he played regardless of the 
children, counsel submitted, he was guilty of 
negligence. 

Mr. Dunlop, who. made maps of the links, 
said that if the players were expert there 
would be very little danger from playing off 
the ninth tee, but with ordinary, or not very 
good players, the tee was a potential source 
of danger. 

It appeared from the evidence in support of 
the plaintiff's case that the boy was attracted 
by a golf ball which he saw in the river, 
picked it up and threw it back to a gentle- 
man on the bank, who gave him some coppers 
for himself and the little girls with him. 
When the boy got on to the bank he was 
struck in the left eye by the ball played by 
Mr. Holland, and so seriously injured that 
the eye had to be removed and replaced by a 
glass eye. 


DOCTOR’S EVIDENCH. 


_ Dr. Dwyer Joyce, who had treated the boy 
in the hospital, stated that the eye was 
ruptured and broken and had to be removed. 


was struck in 


ihe boy’s sight was so much affected by the 


loss of the eye that he had no sense of dis- 
tance and would not be able to engage’in any 
skilled work satisfactorily, 

Mr. Lynch, K.C., who, with Mr. Swayne, 
K.C., and Mr. Russell (instructed by Mr. W. 
V. Seddall), appeared for both defendants, 
opening the case for the defence, described the 
Ise and extent of the golf course. The 
inks were bounded by a railing on the top of 
the bank which ran down to the river. He 
pointed out that the club premises extended 
down to the river, and, perhaps, to the middle 
of the river. The plaintiff, they, submitted, 
was a trespasser there, and what occurred was 
an inevitable accident. Under the circum- 
stances he asked his Lordship for a direction on 
the evidence with regard to the club. There 
was no negligence alleged against Mr. 
Holland. 

Mr. Justice Dodd declined to give a diree- 
tion in the case of the club and agreed that 
Mr. Holland was not charged with negligence. 
Having given his view of the legal questions 
involved, he said that he etn leave the 
issues to the jury. 

Evidence for the defence was then given, 
and Mr. Swayne having addressed the jury, 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
this morning.

ORDER FOR DISCOVERY OF 
DOCUMENTS, 


King’s Bench Division—Before Mr. Justice Samuels. 
Mr, Joseph O'Connor (instructed by Messrs. 
Brown and McCann) applied on behalf of the 
“paw in the action brought by Edward 
‘ennedy against Gwynne Carr for an order 
for discovery of documents. The action was 
brought by the plaintiff, a stud farm owner 
and breeder of bloodstock, residing at Bishops- 
court, Co. Kildare, to recover £750 damages 
for breach of a contract in the sale to the 
laintiff of a three-year-old filly named Ornia 
in April last, and then described as a horse in 
training, with her engagements, The defend- 
ant resides at Gocean, Killyleagh, Co. Down, 
and liberty to issue the writ of summons for 
service out of the jurisdiction was granted by 
Mr, Justice Dodd on the 11th May. The race- 
horse died almost immediately after the sale. 
The plaintiff alleged that the horse had not 
been in training for a considerable time, that 
the description was a misdescription, and that 
the horse was in very bad health, The horse 
had been in training in the Free State, and 
there must have been communications between 
the trainer and the owner as to its condition. 
The whole question turned on the point 
whether there was a misdescription or not, and 
he (counsel) submitted that the plaintiff was 
entitled to know the history of the horse 
before it was sold. i 
Mr. Justice Samuels granted the order 
sought. '

Gerrar urphy. : 

It aráin á that the plaintiffs, not finding 
the factory in Drogheda a business success, 
owing to the conditions poarenine in the 
country, purchased the much larger and more 
suitable premises, previously used as a shell 
factory, in Áir 0. street, Dublin, and pro- 

sed to assign the Drogheda premises to Mr. 

urphy, who intended to use them as a motor 
repairing and garage establishment. 
"The defendants, it was stated, had with- 
held their consent in the interests of the in- 
habitants of Drogheda, because of the change 
of character of the business, and loss of em- 
ployment that would ensue from the transfer. 

According to the terms of the lease it was 
provided that the consent and assignment 
should not be unreasonably withheld by the 
defeudants; and the main question in the 
case was whether they had withheld their 
vonsent wavementey:

The question 
in the case was whether the consent to the 
assignment had been withheld by the Cor- 
poration of Drogheda from capricious or im- 
proper motives, having regard to the duty 
cast upon them to look after the interests 
and welfare of the inhabitants, He couid 
n>t coma to the conclusion that they were 
acting unreasonably if they thought that the 
assignment of the factory premises, in which 
a large number of people had been employed, 
was to be given to a person who would em- 
ploy only a few people. He was of onimon 
that the plaintiffs had failed entirely to prove 
that the Drogheda Corporation had acted un- 
reasonably, and he directed that the plaintifis 
should pay the costs.

The Farmer’s Boots. 


A letter which we print to-day from 
Miss Somers, of the Irish Industrial 
Development Association, gives some very 
interesting figures concerning the export 
of boots from Great Britain, According to 
ths December trade returns, 405,788 pairs 
from 


of finished boots were sent out 


British ports, and of this number the 
Irish Free State absorbed no fewer than 
295,896 pairs, to the value of £149,863, 
whereas the value of the total boot ex- 
port was only £196,082. Boots were ex- 
ported also to the United States, China, 
Japan, Mexico, Nerway, Switzerland and 
fifty-two other countries, which, between 
them, purchased only 107,892 pairs, and, 
furthermore, paid sevenpence per pair less 
for them than the Irish Free State paid. 
So far as the boot trade of Britain is 
concerned, therefore, the Free State 
market is three times more valuable than 
al, the 6ther markets of the world put 
together. Miss Somers objects to this 
condition of affairs, and her letter may 
be interpreted as a plea for the protection 
of the Irish boot We can 
sympathise with view. 
If we had some good

That higher 
price would be paid by the 
who earns his purchasing. power through 
the sale of his live stock and his farm 
produce in the British market. This 
market, however, is entirely free, and the 
Free State farmer must contend against 
the rivalry of Danes, Dutchmen, Swedes, 
Swiss and various other competitors who 
are trying to elbow him out, of business, 
The protection of the boot industry in the 
Free State would increase the farmer's 
cost of living without any compen- 
sating advantage in the shape olf 
better prices for his produce or his 
beasts. Already, in all conscience, his 
lot is bad enough, According to our 
correspondent, he is paying fifty shillings 
for the carriage of a ton of produce that 
cost only 12s. 6d. before the war. Pre- 
viously a bullock’s “fare” to. England 
was less than one pound ; now it is three 
pounds, Income tax and all other taxes 
have risen enormously. In the circum- 
stances, therefore, the farmer has an ex- 
cellent case against protection in any 
shape or form. 

We have no doubt at all that there is a 
splendid opening for the boot industry in 
the Free State; but there are two essen- 
tial conditions of its success. Prices must 
be approximately equal to British—or 
world—prices, and the standard of quality 
must not be lower than the British 
standard, We recognise, of course, the

whole matter we agree with the attitude 
of Mr. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, 
who declares that the farmer must be 
considered before anybody else, but says 
quite, definitely that, as between Free 
Trade and Protection, the issue is an 
issue of expediency. Possibly there are 
ways and means of encouraging the native 
boot industry without increasing the price 
of boots to the purchaser. If such ways 
and means exist, nobody will have the 
slightest objection to their employment. 
At present, however, the unpleasant fact 
remains that Irishmen ean get cheaper 
boots from England than they can get at 
home. When the Free State can put a 
similar article on the market at a reason- 
able price, protection may be of service. 


The Empire Exhibition. 


A new city has arisen within an average 
time-distance of eighteen minutes from one 
hundred and twenty-six stations in the 
London area. It is a city of impressive 
buildings and attractive pleasure grounds, 
of palaces and lakes, a city without slums. 
Here the East will meet the West and 
age-old patterns of architecture will be 
surrounded by the latest marvels of 
scientific ingenuity. Its citizens will be 
drawn from every corner of the globe and 
its industries from every art known to 
civilisation. The arts of peace will be 
practised within walking distance of 
bloodless battles by sea, land and air. 
In this wonderland a few minutes will 
suffice to reveal the tomb of Tutankhamen, 
the Taj Mahal and the Port of Singapore. 
The city is the British Empire Exhibition 
and the postal address is. ' Wembley.” 
The Exhibition wil] be the largest and 
most comprehensive in history. Twenty- 
one Dominions, Colonies and Dependencies 
outside the British Isles will be repre- 
sented. Canada and Australia have 
secured an area of five and three-quarter 
acres each, and India one of nearly five 
acres. The approximate expenditure is 
estimated at a million dollars in the case of 
Canada, and two hundred thousand pounds 
and one hundred and eighty thousand 
pounds for Australia and India respec- 
tively. Bermuda and Fiji are spending 
four thousand, and Cyprus three thousand, 
pounds—yet the Irish Free State cannot 
contemplate the necessary expense. “ The 
little less and what worlds away.” There 
will be two enormous buildings, exhibitions 
in themselves—the Palace of Engineering 
and the Palace of Industry. Some idea 
of their magnitude can be obtained from 
the fact that chemical products, only one 
of many exhibits, will occupy forty 
thousand square feet. Two industries 
which at present are fighting for their 
very lives+-cotton and rubber—aro making 
a huge effort to advertise their wares. 
The Government of Northern Ireland has 
secured one of the most prominent sites in 
the Palace of Industry and will display 
the States principal trades, including 
shipbuilding, flax, linen and beverages. 
Food, beverages and tobacco—three pro- 
ducts with which the Free State is much 
concerned—have an area of 43,187 square 
feet. No branch of the food industry 
will be unrepresented, and agriculture, 
fisheries and dairy exhibits will make a 
brave show, A Palace of Arts will include 
pictures and sculpture from the United 
Kingdom and the Overseas Dominions. 
Besides the Stadium; which is one and a 
half times the size of the Reman Coliseum. 
there will be extensive pleasure grounds 
with varied attractions. The Exhibition 
will be a noble presentment of the Empire’s 
wealth and power. 


Indian Unrest. 


Reports of Indian “ unrest” fail usually 
to analyse its causes and tend, therefore, 
to convey the impression that the unrest- 
ful-persons are suffering merely from a 
double dose of original sin. The truth is 
that in India, as in other countries, politica] 
agitation feeds on economic and social : 
discontent. The Special Correspondent 
of The Times at Calcutta has written an 
article which will give Irishmen in par- 
ticular an insight into the outstanding 
fractiousness of the people of Bengal, First, 
there is the land question. Rents are not 
high and tenant rights are safeguarded 
by law; but Bengali landlords do not like 
country life and prefer to be “ absentees.”’ 
They appoint agents, who appoint sub- 
agents, who again delegate their duties 
to others, with the result that sometimes 
ten persons intervene between landlord and 
tenant. All of these parasites “‘squeeze”’ 
the poorer tenantry and much hardship 
prevails, The Indian Government is not 
to blame, but the fault is put on its broad 
shoulders, and there is a danger that the 
next outbreak of “‘non-co-operation’”’ in 
Bengal may be complicated by a strike 
against rents. Such a strike, however, 
wild be double-edged from Mr. Gandhi's 
point of view, since the landlords, being 
mostly Swarajists, would suffer heavy loss, 
Then there is the increase of unemploy- 
ment among the middle ranks of Bengalis. 
They belong: chiefly to the pathetic class 
which has received at once too much and 
too little education. Calcutta University 
has failed to impese a decent standard, 
and thousands of its graduates have no 
prospect of employment, Their rigid caste 
prejudices prevent them from working witl 
their hands, except as doctors. In busi- 
ness they cannot compete with Europeans 
or Madrasis. They detest military discip- 
lime, Their. monopoly of clerkships in 
Government service outside Bengal has 
ceased to exist; and usually a large 
number of relations looks to them for 
support. Here again the people’s woes 


are attributed to an alien Government, | 


and Mr. Gandhi's supply of revolutionaries 
is well maintained. Apparently they 
cannot realise that there is hardly a 
single .one of their social and economic 
troubles which would not be aggravated by 
the premature gift of full self-government.

AGA KHAN RECOMMENDED. 
DE LHI, Tue sday. 

The Council of State has adopted the motion 
of Sir’ Manakjee Dadabhoy, the ex-Parsee 
member, recommending to the Norw egian Par- 
liament the Aga Khan as a fit person to be 
awarded the Nobel Prize this year, in view 
of his strenuous, persistent, and successful 
efforts to maintain peace between Turkey and 
the Western Powers since the armistice. Seve- 
ral Hindu and Mohammedan members, in 
supporting the motion, pointed out the great 
influence and tact which the Aca Khan dis- 
played in the solution of the Turkish ques- 
tion. Incidentally, they alluded in grateful 
terms to the share of the Curzon- Chelmsford 
and Reading Governments in the settlement. 
The unofficial members for Madras and the 
Punjab earlier in the debate struck a dis- 
sentient note, the former favouring Gandhi's 
getting the prize. The Government did not 
take part in the discussion.

THE DOCK DISPUTE.

The two hours’ dockers’ conference at 
Cannon street Hotel to-day was adjourned, 
and another meeting is to take place. The 
announcement of these facts gave rise to 
strong hopes in the City that the 
threatened dock strike may be averted. 
Mr. Bevan, the Secretary of the Dockers’ 
Union, made a full statement at the con- 
ference regarding the claims put forward 
by the men for an increase of two shillings 
a day,and for a guaranteed week. The 
fee obi are to meet privately to discuss 
the claims, and another joint conference 
of employers and men will be held on 
Monday next. That date is dangerously 
near the day fixed for the strike; but, as 
the negotiations are to continue, it is pos- 
sible that the strike date may be post- 
poned. 


Cabinet Meetings. 


Two more Cabinet meetings are to be 
held before the Government finally 
decides upon the programme which the 
Prime Minister will outline to the House 
of Commons on Tuesday next. It is 
understood that he hopes that bis state- 
ment will be a very practical exposition 
of policy, with a comprehensive survey o! 
affairs at home and abroad, The housing 
question, to which the Labour Party as a 
whole attaches so much importance, is 
causing the Government some little con- 
cern, and @ private conference is to be 
held te-morrow when the representatives 
of the employers and the trade unions 
with the Minister of Health and the 
Minister of Labour, will attempt to arrive 
at some definite conclusions.

Now that the Government is getting 
into its stride, it is possible to indicate 
the line it 1s intended to take on some 
pressing subjects, though, in all proba- 
bility, it will be found that the proposed 
lines are not at all new. The great 
problems of the day were fully considered 
by the highest authorities and the results 
placed at the disposal of the late Govern- 
ment. A Socialist Government can go no 
further, and can only adopt and elaborate 
certain schemes already in being. ‘With 
regard to unemployment, while the 
Government hopes that the recognition of 
the Soviet Government wil] help matters, 
the greatest attention will be paid to the 
extension of existing schemes. CGovern- 
ment credits to assist works of public 
utility are available, and here the prin- 
ciple will be extended. In fact, the only 
change from the Conservative remedies to 
the Socialist ones will be the expenditure 
of more money. 


Cabinet Communiques. 


The Cabinet in committiug itself to the 
issue of communiqués to certain people 
and newspapers, is making some little 
stir among experienced politicians. The 
communiqués have a great appearance of 
letting the people know exactly what is 
taking place; in reality they reveal very 
little or nothing at all. That, however, 
is not the objection to them. It is that, 
in certain circumstances, they may prove 
a serious nyisance. In the case of a 
international dispute or industrial crisis 
at home, the communiqué would be unable 
to reier to such matters or to ignore 
them without adding to their gravity. The 
United States idea that a Government 
must live in a perfect blaze of publicit; 
has never been accepted on this side, and 
it is likely that Mr. Macdonald will see 
himself that there is no reason why it 
should be. 

The Prime Minister is expected to pay 
a visit to M. Poincaré in Paris in the 
month of May, after the elections in 
France have heen decided. Mr. Mar. 
donald had hoped to pay an earlier visit, 
but finds himself kept at home by 
pressure of affairs. A meeting between 
the two Premiers can do nothing but 
good; for it would enable a free dis- 
cussion to take place on outstanding 
points. In the meanwhile the better tone 
engendered by the exchange of letters is 
likely to improve. 


Mr. Arthur Henderson. 


Mr. Arthur Henderson, the 
Secretary, is to contest Burnley, the seat 
vacated by the death of Mr. Dan Irving. 
The Labour Party in Burnley has con- 
veyed to him an unanimous invitation, 
and Mr. Henderson, in consenting, has 
promised to go down on Saturday to 
address the electors. Burnley was one of 
the many seats won by the Socialists in 
a three-cornered contest: for the total 
Conservative and. Liberal vote cast against 
Mr. Irving was nearly twenty-eight 
thousand, while the Labour vote was just 
under seventeen thousand. The situation 
is a little intriguing ; for the Conserva- 
tive candidate, Mr. Camps, has announced 
his. intention of standing again, while no 
Liberal candidate has yet been chosen. 
It is difficult to see how a Liberal 
oppose a member of the Government which 
it has supported.

LIONESS KILLS ACTOR.

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AMERICAN GOVERNMENT AND 
THE CONFERENCE.

GENEVA, Tuesday. 

The United States ‘Government has made 
an important move in sending Mr. Joseph 
©. Grew, American Minister to Switzerland, 
to Geneva to represent the American Govern- 
ment in the League of Nations Disarmament 
Conference. Heretofore the United States 
has only participated in the League’s activi- 
ties in the continuation of works which 
already ‘existed beflore the war, such as 
curbing the white slave traffic, the traffic in 
drugs, and the codification of international 
health rules. To-day the American delegate 
pledges Washington’s support to the League 
measure—initiated by Geneva and carried on 
by the League members—heretofore shelved 
consistently by the various meetings of the 
Disarmament Commission, which the United 
States has steadfastly 1efused to recognise on 
the ground that the European Powers could 
not restrict the traffic in arms and ammuni- 
tion so Jong as America refused to join them. 

Mr. Grew has given an assurance to the 
Committee that the Washington Administra- 
tion will give full consideration to the secur- 
ing of the necessary legislation to enforce re- 
strictions on the manufacture and sale of 
munitions of war. “I have been instructed 
to attend the meetings of this Committee,” 
Mr. Grew said, “in accordance with the in- 
vitation extended to my Government last 
December, for the purpose of being fully ad- 
vised as to ahy proposals which may 
made, and partly vo receive information re- 
specting any draft conventions which may be 
considered by the Commission. While I 
have no authority to bind the Government of 
the United States, and while IT am not here 
as a technical expert, I shall be happy to 
transmit promptly | to my Government any 
viiahainsitilediat which may be formulated 
by the Commission, and ‘to say that in case 
any appropriate plan is devised, the question 
of securing the necessary Jegislation will have 
full and proper consideration.

The plaintiff’s claim is (1) for a declaration 
that the Order No. 10, dated 16th August, 
1923, is illegal, unauthorised, ultra vires, and 
void; (2) that the establishment by this 
Order of National Education Commissioners 
is illegal and of no effect; (3) that the deci- 
sion of the Civil Service ‘Arbitration Board,

The High Commissioner for India atates

The announcement of the simplicity of the 
funeral, and the selection of a cathedral as 
the resting place for the ex-President, while 
ay “py to thousands wishing to make 
the Services a great testimonial, has brought a 
favourable reaction approving the sentiment 
that Mr. Wilson lived simply, died simply, 
and wanted to be buried simply. 

The only official link between Citizen Wil- 
son and the Government wil! be twenty-four 
soldiers, sailors and marines, serving as active 
pall bearers, and as guard. 

The honorary pall bearers will comprise 
members of the former Wilson Cabinet and 
United States Senators and Representatives. 


THE KING’S MESSAGE, 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

Mr. Chilton, the British Chergé d’ Affaires, 
to-day conveyed to Mrs. Wilson the following 
message of condolence from His Majesty 
King George — ' 

“The Queen and I have heard with deepest 
regret of your terrible bereavement, and 
hasten to assure you of our heartfelt 
sympathy.

DEARER 
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COLONEL JARROTT’S VIEW OF 


THE RISE. 


From OUR Own Correspondent, 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Charles Jarrott, one of 
the foremost men in the motor industry, and 
for many years the leading British racing 
motorist, to-night gave his views on the rise 
in petrol. 

“ No attempt is made by motorists to help 
themselves out of their troubles in this direc- 
tion. In September, 1922, en the ccrasion 
of the drop in the Fe of petrol from 2s. 
to 1s. 81d. per gallon, a number of firms 
had sprung into existence who were seriously 
undercutting the prices of the petrol ' ring,’ 
with the result that in those districts where 
transport facilities were easy (l.e., particu- 
larly within a 50 miles radius of London) a 
tremendous volume of business, was secured 
by those outside firms, to the serious discom- 
posure of the monopolist group, 

“I personally had no doubt that the cut 
then made by the latter, and the further cut 
to 1s. 6d. in September last, were both made 
with one object—viz., to put all the outside 
firms out of business—and when this had been 
achieved up would go the price again 

“The cuts involved the outside companies 
in such serious losses that, with certain excep- 
tions, they gave up compéting, with the re- 
sult that—as I predicted+the price has 
started to soar again, and there is nothing to 
stop it soaring still highet.- 

“If those interested in the use of motor 
vehicles—pleasure and business—would only 
appreciate that the way to kill price increase 
is to encourage keen competition, they would 
be helping their future position. Jo not 
buy spirit from the firms who are working 
under a price-maintenance arrangement.”

EFFECT ON INDIAN OPENION,

The release of Gandhi has had a marked 
effect on political feeling throughout India, 
especially. in Nationalist circles, The 
Swarajists have arranged to hold demonstra- 
tions all over the country to celebrate the 
victory. They are loudly proclaiming that it 
is the first time for many years that the 
Government has truly responded to the 
nation’s feelings.

” GREEK SITUATION.

The Times observes in a leading article :— 
Greek politics are still following a very un- 
certain course. M, Venizelos, after a brief 
tenure of office as Prime Minister, has had to 
resign owing to ill-health. The hopes that 
were placed in him when, at a critical 
moment, he decided to return to Greece, have 
fallen short of fulfilment. He has been unable 
to control the restless elements. It is greatly 
to be regretted that his physical strength has 
proved unequal to a burden which would be 
inorfinately heavy for the strongest of men; 
but it seems doubtful now whether he could 
have effected very much, even if he had been 
lu perfect health. In abilitv he stands head 
and shoulders above other Greek politicians ; 
but the Greece of to-dey is very different from 
the Greece in which he achieved distinction. 
During his long absence the country has borne 
heavy blows, and has touched the depths of 
national tragedy. Other men have taken the 
direction of affairs, and by stern and energetic 
measures have tried to save what could be 
saved. The old controversies remain. They 
are tinged with a new bitterness, while fresh 
dissensions cut across them, making new lines 
of cleavage.

ANGLO-FRENCH RELATIONS 


THE FINANCIAL OUTLOOK, 


Telegraphing from Paris last night, T'he 
Times Correspondent states:—In financial 
circles here approval is expressed of the prin- 
ciple of abolishin the budget of recoverable 
expenditure (which deals with the restoration 
of the liberated regions), and there is increas- 
ing recognition of the urgent necessity of 
balancing accounts.

M. Poincaré, who was suffering from a sore 
throat and spoke with difficulty, stated in 
reply that the Government was firmly attached 
to the Republican Constitution, and did not 
contemplate anything like a dictatorship.

The Government ¢ 
sidered that the method proposed 
was the simplest and most expeditious 
in order to avoid the delav en- 
tailed by long Parliamentary debates The Go- 
vernment merely sought permission to modify 
the existing laws when necessary, and Parlia- 
ment remained free to accept or reject these 
teforms six months later. 

M. Poincaré added that the proposed re- 
forms. would not constitute an upheaval, but 
it was necessary to move with the times, 
and adopt the old administrative fabric to 
modern circumstances. It was in the interest 
of the Republic and of liberty that the 
Government had asked for the means to act 
and obtain the results so impatiently awaite 
by the country.

CONCESSIONS TO 
GUARDIANS. 


The English Minister of Health received 
vesterday morning a deputation of the Poplar 
Board of Guardians, A communiqué issued 
by the Ministry states that the deputation 
put to the Mimster three points of poor law 
administration.

(1) The®recission of the Poplar Order, 1922, 
which requires the Guardians in granting out- 
door relief not to exceed a prescribed scale ; 
(2) The remission of, certain surcharges made 
on the ground that in granting ontdoor relief 
the Guardians had given insufficient weight 
to, wages earned by members of the family 
relieved; and (3) the reversal of any sur: 
charge made against the Guardians in respect 
of the minimum wage of £4 per week paid 
to their employees. 

In reply the Minister said that he had de- 
cided to rescind the special Poplar Order, 

and to remit any surcharge that might be 
made under. it, and that he would consider 
carefully and sympathetically the second point 
put before him by the Guardians. He was, 
however, bound in considering the eurcharges 
to satisfy himself of the present legal posi- 
tion. As regards the minimum wage paid by 
the Guardians the Minister referred to the 
proceedings taken by the Council in the High 
Court, and said that in view of those pro-

In Yuan Shih 
village, when they were forced to flee on 
account of the soldiers, the captives were 
hauled out in the middle of the night and 
marched off silently and without lights. On 
their journey they passed unnoticed a city 
whose walls weve lighted in expectation of a 
brigand attack. 

part from the imminent danger of being 
between two fires, the travelling became 
hazardous. At one point a farm sledge full of 
wounded brigands could scarcely be moved 
owing to the hills, and an ambushed force of 
militia started firing. Bullets were flying, and 
the cart containing the two missionaries was 
m constant danger of being overturned into 
the water. 

THREE-MILE PROCESSION. 

At one time the brigand processions, ia- 
cluding the prisoners, was three miles long. 
There was a multitude of horses and some few 
carts; slower animals had been from time to 
time carried off, but es they were too slow 
they were abandoned. ‘There were many men 
wheeling barrows containing the loot. Most 
of the prisoners walked, Throughout the five 
weeks in which the two women were in the 
hands of the brigands they were in the midst 
of fifteen battles, in each of which there were 
many killed and many severely wounded. 

SA the third week of their enforeed 
march the brigand force was again attacked. 
The horses were galloped to escape the pur- 
suing soldiers, with the result that the mis- 
sionsries' cart was continually upset. At 
times both women were compelled to proceed 
by foot and forced to wade rivers. “ You can 
Imagine,” said one of them, “how we looked 
and felt when we reached the other side: there 
Fan, the brigand leader, awaited us, and, 
being each thrown on a horse in accordance 
with his orders, we were still urged ahead at 
a speed which for us, who had never been on 
horses before, was killing, In this engagement 
we lost all the little comforts that we had— 
food, clothing, coverlets, all went. This fight 
was @ very severe blow to Fan, for most of 
his loot was lost and hundreds of his prisoners 
escaped.” 


At a later stage in the march through the | 
mountains the bandits’ road became blocked, | 
and a stampede commenced, men and horses | 


literally rolling down the precipitous hill- 
sides. Miss Sharp’s personal guard bolted, 
and she herself hid under a rock, listening to 
the fast approaching troops and the bullets 
whizzing overhead, until she was found by 
the soldiers. About the same time Miss 
Darroch, who had got separated from Miss 
Sharp, was personally threatened with death 
by the brigand leader, who, however, when 
he saw the troops, left and ran. 

The soldiers would scarcely believe that the 
women were foreigners, for, as Miss Shar 
says :—‘' After five weeks of being dana

Mr. Justice Pim yesterday began the trial

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TOURIST DEVELOPMENT. 


SATISFACTORY PROGRESS BY 
IRISH ASSOCIATION. 


At a recent meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Irish Tourist Association, in 
Cork, Mr. J. C. Foley, presiding, mentioned 
that many important developments 
occurred since the last meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee. The Association had been 
represented at a Tourist Conference in Dublin, 
at which legislation was foreshadowed which 
would benefit their movement very much. 
In connection with a proposal from the 
Standing Committee that a delegate be sent 
to America, Mr. Canavan, one of the Vice- 
Presidents of the Association, had informed 
him that he would pay a special visit to the 
United: States for the purpose of getting 
active co-operation there, and with his in- 
timate knowledge of afiairs in the United 
States, Mr. Canavan was bound to do very 
effective work. His stay woilld cover several 
weeks, and preparations for active work were 
already in full swing. 

The Secretary reported that during the 
past month branches had been established in 
Killarney, Limerick, Waterford, Bantry. and 
other important centres. In the coming 
week a County Convention meeting would be 
held in County Donegal, under the auspices 
of the Association. 

With reférence to the Wembley Exhibi- 
tion, it was noted with satisfaction that the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce had taken up 
the matter, and it was. cenerally agreed that 
it was not yet too late to urge the Free State 
Government to alter their attitude in view 
of the immense importance of the Exhibition 
to the trade and commerce of the countrv. 

The President mentioned that it would not 
be advisable for individual centres to expend 
money on advertising for the present. It. was 
probable that a national advertising scheme 
would shortly be inaugurated, which would 
produce better results: more economically than 
could be honed for from individual effort.

DUBLIN BRANCH MEETING. 


The tweny-second annual general meeting of 
the Dublin branch of the Irish Distributive 
Workers’ Union was held in the Mansion 
House on Monday night, the Chairman, Mr.

7d. was remitted to the Central Executive 
Committee. £634 7/3 had been raised by volun- 
tary contributions in aid of those recently on 
strike at Messrs. Kellett.s; and a further sum 
was raised in the same way in. support of the 
Cork strike. The Executive Committee, had 
paid in benefits to the Dublin: members 
£3,719 13s. 6d. from trade union funds, and 
£1,957 19s. 4d. from insurance funds, making a 
total payment of £5,677 12s. 10d. by way of 
cash benefits. 

Delicate and protracted ‘negotiations 
ensued, it was stated, when the Dublin 
Merchant Drapers’ Association last. year. de- 
manded a reduction in wages of 20 per-cent..

IMPORTANCE OF DOMESTIC 
ECONOMY. 


Dr. . Eoin: MacNeill, Minister for Edu- 
cation, was presént last night at the annual 
distribution of prizes at. the Blackrock 
‘Technical School. ' : 

Mr. T. A. W. Hill, Secretary and Prin- 
cipal, ‘read the twenty-second annual report, 
whith stated that 45 boys had keen admitted 
to the Day Tradés’ Preparatory School, and, 
generally speaking, good work had been ac- 
complished.’ A. few of the boys on leaving 
the institute had been well placed with Dublin 
firms, but, owing to adverse industrial con- 
ditions, it.had been found very difficult to 
secure suitable positions for all the.boys who 
were ready to commence business. ‘The in- 
dustrial’ position had “mproved during the 
présent session. The most satisfactory teature 
of the evening work was the instruction on 
the gtoup of applied science subjects, much 
good work being done in the mechanical and 
motor. engineering courses. 

, The financial statement showed a debit bal- 
ance of £70 17s. 4d., although the Department 
had made a special grant to improve the 
‘Committee’s financial position. 

. Mr. W. Field, who presided, in moving 
the: adoption of the report, said that the 
school was on the up grade, as was the coun- 
try also. There was an increase in the num- 
ber. of students. One of the chief functions 
of. the school. was the teaching of housecraft. 
That was as it should be, because the comfort 
of thé home almost preceded everything else. 
It had been said of the Technical School 
that it was preparing boys for emigration. 
To that. accusation he could reply that out 
of several hundreds of pupils trained there 
since. the school began only four boys had

of; its tecord. 

Dr. MacNeill spoke in support of the motion, 
and coinplimented. the Committee, Principal 
and staff on the report of the success of their 
lf. the pupils wanted to get full ad- 
e from the school there was nothing 
more important than continuous attendance.

SPECIAL POWERS GRANTED

An Order of the Northern Ministry of 
Home Affairs enabling the Belfast Board of 
Guardians to grant relief to poor persons for 
a period of two months was outlined at 
yesterday's meeting of the Guardians Mr. 

. Andrews (chairman) presided, and at the 
conclusion of the reading of the announce- 
ment he said he was sure the Outdoor Relief 
Committee and the Guardians officers would 
carry out the Order to the satisfaction of 
everyone, i 

Under the Order of the Ministry, certain 
conditions are prescribed, as follows :— 

(1) Relief granted under the authority of 
this Order shall be give at the Guardians’ 
discretion, to such persons being the heads of 
families ordinarily resident in any of the said 
district electoral divisions who, for reasons 
satisfactory to the Guardians, are not in re- 
ceipt of or entitled to unemployment or any 
other State bénefit, and who are unable to 
obtain employment. 

(2) Such relief shall only be given after 
full inquiry into the circumstances of each 
case, and shall be in the form in which out- 
door. relief ig usually given by the Guardians 
to persons eligible for such relief under 
Section 1 of the Poor Relief Extension Act, 
1847 (10 Vic., Cap. 51). - 

(3) H after consideration of any case the 
Guardians consider it desirable they may 
offer indoor’ relief notwithstanding that out- 
door relief might be granted under the Order.
